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Employment  Trends 

Great  Falls  SMSA 

1976-1985 


I.  EMPLOYMENT  BY  INDUSTRY 

Total  employment  is  expected  to  increase  from  30,091  in  1976  to 
36,520  in  1985,  an  increase  of  6,429  over  the  study  period.  The 
Great  Falls  growth  between  1976  and  1985  is  forecast  to  be  a  21.4 
percent  increase  which  is  somewhat  less  than  the  statewide  projected 
increase  of  32.6  percent  and  Billings  SMSA  increase  of  37.7  percent 
for  the  same  time  period.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  sixties  and 
early  seventies  is  moderating  in  the  Great  Falls  SMSA. 
All  industries  are  expected  to  increase  with  the  exception  of  agri- 
culture production  for  which  a  decline  of  about  24  percent  is  pro- 
jected, and  government  which  will  have  basclally  the  same  total 
employment  throughout  the  study  period.  Numerically,  the  greatest 
increase  is  expected  in  the  wholesale  and  retail  trade  industry 
division,  where  a  net  increase  of  3,212  is  anticipated. 
During  recent  years  economic  growth  and  emphasis,  with  respect  to 

jobs,  has  shifted  away  from  goods  producing  industries  toward 
service  producing  industries.  This  is  indicated  in  the  1976-1985 
Great  Falls  SMSA  anticipated  employment  change,  with  service  pro- 
ducing industries  increasing  by  about  6,000  and  goods  producing 
industries  enlarging  by  440  in  the  study  tisie  period. 

1,  Agriculture,  Forestry  and  Fisheries 

Agricultural  workers,  estimated  at  1,264  in  1976,  are  pro- 
jected to  drop  to  958  in  1985.  Increased  mechanization,  con- 
tinuing trend  of  the  vanishing  farmer,  and-'improved  production 


practices  lowers  the  demand  for  farm  workers  rather  than  a 
depressed  industry  status  situation. 

2.  Mining 

Mining  is  the  smallest  goods-producing  industry,  but  potential 
coal  mining  expansion  exists  as  nationwide  energy  demands  in- 
crease. Projections  for  1985  have  no  definite  major  coal  pro- 
duction forecast,  thus  the  employment  change  for  the  study 
period  is  minimal. 

3.  Construction 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  construction  industry  will  increase 
by  15  percent  in  the  study  period,  as  compared  to  a  statewide 
increase  of  50  percent.  The  1985  construction  labor  force 
will  be  about  the  same  size  as  the  peak  1960's  labor  force. 

4.  Manufacturing 

In  the  manufacturing  sector,  which  composes  only  6  percent  of 
the  total  employment,  a  net  increase  of  419  is  expected  by 
1985.  Primary  aluminum  and  food  products  involve  about  2  out 
of  3  manufacturing  workers. 

5.  Transportation  and  Public  Utilities 

The  transportation,  communication,  and  public  utilities  indus- 
tries expect  a  15  percent  growth  in  the  study  period  from 
1,891  in  1976  to  2,175  in  1985.     Among  the  larger  growth  areas 
are  truck  services,  air  transportation,  and  sanitary  services. 

6.  Finance,   Insurance  and  Real  Estate 

Employment  in  the  finance,   insurance  and  real  estate  at  1,905 


in  1976  has  grown  slightly  during  the  past  decade  and  is 
expected  to  increase  slowly  through  the  mid-1980' s,  adding 
about  188.  The  bulk  of  expansion  will  be  in  the  finance 
industries  such  as  the  banking  sector. 

7.  Wholesale  and  Retail  Trade 

The  wholesale  and  retail  trade  employment  reveals  strong 
growth,  with  a  34.4  percent  increase  from  1976  to  1985.  Re- 
tail trade  will  involve  78  percent  of  this  group's  total 
employment  in  1985. 

8.  Service 

The  service  division,  with  employment  at  9,299  in  1976  and 
expected  gains  of  2,281  new  job  openings  by  1985,  is  second 
only  in  size  to  wholesale  and  retail   trade.     Areas  indicating 
strong  growth  include  miscellaneous  business  services,  auto 
repair  services,  medical  services,  and  legal   services. 

9.  Public  Administration 


Government  employment  will  have  a  slight  decline,  less  than 
1  percent,  from  1976  to  1985.  Federal  and  local  government 
employment  anticipates  the  decline  while  state  government 
employment  will  increase  slightly.

II.  OCCUPATIONAL  EMPLOYMENT 

The  Great  Falls  SMSA  occupational  makeup  is  expected  to  follow 
the  national  trend  as  white-collar  (professional,  managerial, 
clerical,  and  sales)  workers  will  gain  10,824  more  jobs  than  will 
the  blue-collar  (craftsmen,  operatives,  and  non-farm  laborers) 
will  gain  by  1985.  Service  workers,  spurred  by  continuous  expan- 
sion of  service-producing  industries,  will  experience  an  upturn 
of  32  percent  over  the  projection  period.  Growth  of  the  blue 
collar  classification  is  projected  to  be  16  percent,  which  is 
lower  than  the  21  percent  rate  of  increase  for  all  occupations 
over  the  study  period.  White  collar  workers  will  represent  56 
percent  of  the  total  employed  figure  in  1985  and  will  gain  out 
3,631  from  1976  to  1986. 

While  growth  is  a  good  indicator  of  demand  in  a  certain  occupa- 
tion, more  jobs  will  be  available  as  a  result  of  death,  retirement 
and  other  labor  force  separations  than  from  industrial  growth. 
Total  annual  average  job  openings  will  stand  at  1,828  over  the  nine 
year  projection  period.  Of  these  openings,  714  will  be  due  to  ex- 
pansion while  1,115  will  be  openings  due  to  labor  force  separations. 
For  every  100  jobs  resulting  from  growth,  there  will  be  156  openings 
from  separations.  The  annual  average  job  openings  due  to  growth  in 
the  Great  Falls  SMSA  is  about  39  percent  of  the  total  openings,  which 
compares  (unfavorably)  to  statewide's  48  percent  and  Billing  SMSA's 
51  percent.
